The report gave some details of the underground work 
done, showing a very large amount of exploration of the lode. 
They were far beneath all native workings, and they had laid open 
for stoping a mass of quartz to be measured by many thousands of 
tons. The lode itself is found all that could be desired, except in the one most 
unfortunate characteristic, of being lightly, instead of heavily charged with 
gold, and the question now was, would it on further exploration be 
found to contain richer shoots of ore, or were they never going to get 
more than 2 to 2% dwts. of gold to the ton of quartz: 3177 tons of quartz 
had been treated in the mills to 321 ozs. of gold obtained. This was sufticient 
to pay the cost of stoping, hauling, crushing, and treating, but not for the 
salaries and sinking and driving. e had in his hand a statement from Mr. 
Lyon, showing that crushing by water-power cost 304/. per 1000 tons of quartz 
treated, while the gold obtained was equal to 391/., leaving 87/. profit per 1000 
tons. What they wanted was, not better appliances, but richer quartz. They 
were getting 74 to 76 per cent. of the initial auriferous contents of the ore. They 
had found great difficulty in getting the large samples of quartz treated in Eng- 
land. They had brought them over at the request of some of their largest share- 
holders, but little good had come of it. Another thing the board had done at 
the request of some of the largest shareholders, and that was to commission 
Mr, A. G, Charleton to inspect their mines. He(the Chairman) was sorry to 
say that that gentleman’s report was not quite ready; but they had got from 
him clear, short answers to certain crucial questions. The Chairman 
then read the questions and answers given, which latter were to the 
effect that Mr. Charleton advised the total abandonment of the works on 
the Phenix lode, unless the samples brought home, and the tests still 
being made, gave substantial reason for going on with them, The method 


of working was satisfactory; but, if is determined to continue work, he | 


would suggest sinking down on the reef as quickly as possible and pushing 
north along the lode. With regard to treating the gold, the only alteration he 
would now propose would be the introduction of a stone-breaker. He did not 
think that the Pheenix lode, so far as it had been at present developed, promised 
a higher average yield than 3dwts., or at the most 34 dwts. to theton.

THE GEOLOGICAL STRUCTURE OF THE HARZ 
MOUNTAINS. 


The fame of the ancient metal mines, and the many difficult 
problems connected with the geological structure of the range, have 
invested the Harz Mountains with the deepest interest. With the 
| exception of the valuable pioneering papers by Murchison, and sundry 
casual notices in text-books and periodical journals, nothing appears 

to have been written in Englishon the geology of the Harz Mountains, 
| and with a view of*filling upthe blank in our scientific literature Mr. H 
M. CADELL, of the Geological Survey of Scotland, has written a paper 
which has just been published in the Proceedings of the Royal Phy- 
sical Society, Edinburgh. During his residence in the Harz, while 
studying for two sessions at the Royal Mining Academy at Clausthal, 
| Mr. Cadell had numerous opportunities of examining the geological 
structure of the range. He also had the advantage of listening to 
the exposition of the geology of the Harz, both in the lecture-room 
and in the weekly excursion, as given by Dr. von Groddeck. In 
| addition to this, he made a series of independent traverses across 
the chain. The Harz is the highest mountain range in North Ger- 
many. It is situated between the Weser and the Elbe, about 125 
miles south of Hamburg, and rudely resembles the segment of a 
circle whose chord extends fora distance of about 56 milesina 
K.S.E, and W.N.W. direction, thus following the general trend of the 
}adjacent ranges. The maximum breadth of the Harz is about 20 
| English miles, and the area 786 square miles. 
| Like the Alps, Pyrenees, and Himalayas, the Harz is a mountain 
| system of elevation,and not a tableland of denudation like Norway 
jand our own! highlands. It consists of a central mass—the Brocken, 
| 3746 ft. high—with several surrounding heights of lesser magnitude. 
The northern, southern, and western boundaries are well marked, 
but the eastern part of the Lower Harz in the neighbourhood of 
Mansfield slopes away, and almost imperceptibly loses itself in the 
adjacent country. Writing of the contemporaneous metalliferous 
deposits of the Harz, the author says, the famous copper and lead 
deposit of the Rammelsberg, near Goslar, has now been proved to 
be aset of great lenticular beds of ore in the upper devonian Goslar 
shale group,which is here inverted, and thus seems to underlie the spiri- 
fer sandstone, which forms the top of the hill. The bedsin which the 
deposits lie are inclined at a high angle, and it is not surprising that 
its true nature was for long an object of keen discussion. The fact 
that it is not a vein is proved in two ways—first, the deposit is not 
symmetrically formed with regard to its hanging and footwalls as 
veins usually are; and, secondly, there is perfect conformability 
| between the rock and the ore, the latter partaking of all the crump- 
| lings the rock has undergone, and no evidence of a fault, fissure, 
or previously existing cavity in which the ore could have been depo- 
sited is to be found. Between the diabese tuff and clay-slates of 
the middle devonian rocks in the Elbingerode basin there is a lenti- 
cular deposit of nearly 100 ft. thick of red ironstone. Red iron- 
stone also occurs on the Upper Harz along with the diabase and tuff 
/on the same horizon. In the permian deposits is the celebrated 
| Kupferschiefer of Mansfeld—a bituminous shale bed with an 





| iron {pyrites, galena, silberglance, zincblende, kupfernickel, and 
| suraltine. 
| ‘The area now occupied by the Harz mountains, says the author in 


| recapitulation, was during the palzozoic period a portion of the sea in | 


| which the silurian, devonian, and lower carboniferous rocks of Central 
| Europe were deposited. Volcanic action was vigorous in the de- 
| vonian period when diabases and tuffs were emitted at various parts 
|of the area, Towards the close of the lower carboniferous period 
|the sea shallowed, and deposition was finally arrested by the up- 
heaval of the new-made rocks, which were thrown into a series of 
violent folds, with a general north-east and south-west trend. The 
folding was followed by the irruption of great bosses of granite, 
| after which the region was dislocated by a series of powerful faults, 
which produced the fissures now filled by the metallic veins. The 
faulting took place at the time of the upper coal measures, and the 
upheaved area remained exposed to subaérial denudation throughout 
the remainder of the carboniferous period, The products of erosion 
were deposited in the adjacent sea, and are found in the coal mea- 
sures and lower permian conglomerates which overlap the borders 
of the range. Volcanic action was rife, but it became extinct, and 
submergence began at the end of the lower permian period. The 
highest of the shore conglomerates underlies the Kupperschiefer 
seam, which was deposited at the beginning of the zechstein period, 
in a great inland lake, extending from the Harz southwards to the 
| Thuringer Wald, in Saxony. The area remained submerged below 
the sea in which the triassic, jurassic, and cretaceous formations of 
the surrounding plain were being laid down. Signs of earth move- 
ment began to appear during the cretaceous period. The sea bed 
was thrown into undulations, and the mesozoic rocks were rent by a 
great fault, on the southern side of which the rock mass of Harz was 
upheaved to its present altitude. The Harz has not again been sub- 
merged, but was probably partially covered by a portion of the ice- 
sheet during the period of glaciation.

TRANSVAAL GOLD FIELDs.—Referring to the discovery of a new 
gold reef, a correspondent of the Natal Mercantile says—I put up 
at a farmhouse 30 miles from the gold fields at Moodies.

The 
prospector while here, three days before I arrived, struck a reef the 
same as Barrat’s, 3 ft. under the ground, another reef, evidently 
very rich in gold.

REMARKS.—Our markets are easier all round, and business re- 
mains limited in all its branches. The old year has passed away 
with the same characteristics of dulness, quietude, inactivity, and 
depression, as have marked itscourse all through, and the New Year 
has opened with similar unfavourable features, although the specu- 
lative enquiry is rather brisker. In the Supplement to this week's 
Journal our annial report on the state of the Metal Trade in 1884 
sppears, and there it will be seen how nearly all metals have been growing from 
nad to worse, how the depression has gradually intensified, and how unprofit- 
able business has been during the past 12 months. The ill effects of these un- 
favourable features are still being realised, and it is to be feared some portion 
of the New Year, at least, must pass by ere therevival takes place. We com- 
mence the year with a range of prices much lower than at the beginning of 
18£4, quicksilver alone forming an exception, and these reduced rates are per- 
haps the only hope of revival in business, and in wishing our readers a very 
Happy and Prosperous New Year we can only hope the low rates will so stimulate 
the demand, and place trade upon asounder and more healthy basis, and restore 
prices to remunerative figures. However, for the moment there is no room for 
sanguineness, but, on the contrary, there are feelings of anxiety connected 
with almost every metal. There are features unfavourable to all metals, and 
others working against them individually. 

We have bad trade to start with, traders all round greatly impoverished, there 
are the unfavourable Revenue Returns,the excess and probably still further 

rowing expenditure of the country,and the possibility, if not probability, of 
increased taxation. There are the overstocked markets in some of our colonies 
and Indian Empire, the genera] bad state of trade throughcut the whole world, 
whilet the uncertainty of politics tends to make the prospect even still more 
gioomy. On the other hand there are for the most part lower stocks and lower 
prices than there were a year ago, but this does not have the usual effect upon 
the market, for with the increased power of supply such heavy stocks are 
not required as in former years, and instead of looking for better business from 
the reduced prices they are merely taken as the evidence of bad trade. Prices 
are 20 low that it may be premature to predict still further reduced rates, but it 
s certainly difficult to see where improvement can come from just yet. Time 
may work its changes for the better, and for the present we can but watch the 
course of events. . ; ;

THE NEW YEAR. 

With the opening of the New Year the vitally important question 
uppermost in the minds of the manufacturing and commercial world 
is—what prospects are there of improvement in trade? Everybody 
readily admits the depression of the past year,and the unusually low 
prices which the stable manufactured goods have realised; and the 
question now naturally arises, has the lowest degree in the commer- 
cial barometer been reached—the darkest cloud passed over, and is 
there any indication of the proverbial streak of silver lining above 
the trade horizon. Our readers know that throughout the whole of 
this commercial depression we have declined to adopt the pessimistic 
views of some writers, or indulge in the gloomy apprehensions of 
others, who see England’s commercial prosperity on the wane, and 
her manufactures and trade fast disappearing before the severe com- 
petition of other nations. From the best and most careful enquiries 
which we have been enabled to make, we believe neither the one nor 
the other. The depression has not been and is not nearly so severe 
it is simply one of those 
commercial cycles which visit the nation with wonderful regularity 
—alternate periods of prosperity and depression—and there are in- 


| dications that this depression is passing away, and that the New 


Year will in all probability be far more commercially prosperous 


than its predecessor. Observant minds readily admit that there are 
regular periodical ebbing and flowing of the commerciai tide; and

slow but steady revival of trade, which then more rapidly improves 
then the reckless speculation mania, and then the inevitable crash, 
followed by bankruptcies and depression in business, and consequent 
want of employment and distress.

DEATHS FROM MINING EXPLOSIONS IN 1884. 

It is gratifying to be able to state that the past year shows a much | 
lower death rate from explosions in mines than has been recorded 
during the last 35 years, notwithstanding the vast increase which 
has taken place in the production of coal. Yet, after all, it is evi- 
dent that of the comparatively few lives that were lost last year | 
owing to explosions of fire-damp nearly all of them were really pre- | 
ventable. On Jan. 2 a man was killed at the Aldridge Colliery, 
Walsall, but in the same montha far more serious one took place at | 
the Pen-y-Craig Colliery, in South Wales, involving a loss of 14 lives. | 
In this case it was admitted that shot-firing was the cause of the 
explosion, and Mr. WALEs, the Government Inspector of Mines, | 
said he had expressed the opinion before that shot-firing should be | 
strictly prohibited in all collieries working the South Wales steam | 
coal, and had that advice been acted upon the loss of life at Pen-y- | 
Craig would not have taken place. On April 2 another explosion | 
took place at Bridgend, also in South Wales, by which three persons 
were killed, In trying to stop a leakage of gas one of the lamps 
was broken and the exposed flame set fire to the explosive mixture. 
Westbromwich, South Staffordshire, was the scene of the next | 
fatality of any consequence, and at the Ebenezer Colliery at that |

the House of Commons the Home Secretary stated that the Inspec- 
tor of Mines had written to him stating that the explosion had 
occurred through shot-firing. Yet with all these facts as to the 
loss of life year after year in South Wales owing to shot-firing, the 
men, managers, and masters, are now fighting hard against the Home 
Secretary in favour of its continuance. As the first explosion of 
any serious import during the year took place in South Wales, so 
also did the last on Dec. 8 at the Maesteg Colliery, resulting in two 
deaths. During the year Derbyshire also contributed one to the 
deaths from expAosion, and North Staffordshire one.

men who were smothered by gas at a pit at Wrexham, in North 
Wales, Of the 52 killed, 33 were in pits in South Wales.

REPORT FROM CORNWALL. 


Jan. 1.—As we imagined woul be the case, it was practically as 
easy to write the review of the year before entering upon the Christ- 
mas holidays as at the close, Nothing has happened since last week 
to render what appeared then in any way incomplete as a summary | 
of the 12 months’ doings; nor, though the narrative then given is, 
of course, capable of being supplemented in various directions, does 
it appear that any of the opinions then expressed by way of forecast 
call for material moditication. 

There is, perhaps, a somewhat stronger feeling now than there was 
a few days since in favour of a speedy recovery in regard to tin; but 
we cannot say that there are any very sanguine hopes entertained — 
in the county, at any rate —with respect to the more immediate pro- 
spects of the copper market. It is, indeed, hardly possible to concieve 
that there can be a much lower depth than the lowest point on re- 
cord, which has now been reached, ‘and if so there must be some 
recovery. At the best, however, it is a very sorry prospect for mines 
like Devon Consols and Mellanear and Levant to be toiling month 
after month, raising and sending enormous quantities of ore into 
the market for what is really a very beggarly return. . ‘To one who 
can look back upon the palmy days of our copper mining—and the 
palmiest are well within memory--the present state of affairs is most 

melancholy. 
A few figures on this head will prove of interest. At the begin-

In South Yorkshire the Coal Trade has opened out favourably, so 
far as business is concerned, and already a considerable tonnage has 
gone over the Great Northern in particular to London, and the South 
steam coal has also gone off well for the time of year, a good deal 





ning of this century the average quantity of copper ore raised in 
the mines of Cornwall and Devon was just 60,000 tons, and the ave- 
rage annual return therefrom exceeded 500,000 lbs. Fifty years 
since the average quantity raised had reached 140,000 tons, and the 
receipts substantially exceeded 800,0001. From that time on there 
was a steady increase in the output, until in 1856, less than 30 years 
since, the quantity of ore raised reached 206,177 tons, realising in 
the market 1,241,835/. This was the highest point touched, and 
thence to the present day—although the receipts until 1861 continued 
to exceed 1,000,000/,—there has been a steady and all but continuous 
decline, so that the past year has raised less copper ore than any 
year within the past century (the first two or three only excepted), 
and has yielded less money than any year for the past century and 
a quarter. We are now raising very little more than a fifth of the 
copper ore that we raised 20 years ago, and not half the quantity 
brought into the market 10 years since; but the falling off in price 
has been far more serious, our monetary returns being only a ninth 
of those of 1864, and not a fifth of those of 10 years later. It is 


| also a noteworthy fact that the history of copper mining in the West 


shows a steady decline in the produce of the ores, which yield only 
about half what they did a hundred years ago; but this alone is far 
from accounting for our present position.

REPORT FROM LANCASHIRE. 


Jan. 1.—A very unsatisfactory condition of trade both in iron 
and coal, with an absence of any hopeful feeling with regard to the 
future, has characterised the close of the year. During the past 
week there has been practically little or nothing doing in the shape 
of actual business in the iron trade of this district, and nominally 
prices, though they can scarcely be said to have been really tested, 
remain without change. In the pig-iron trade Lancashire makers 
still quote 41s. to 41s. 6d., less 24 for delivery equal to Manchester, 
and the above figures are about an average basis for good district 
brands ; but there are forge qualities of Lincolnshire offering freely 
at about 40s. per ton, less 24 delivered here. There have been a few 
enquiries for long forward delivery into next year; but these have 
been of no great weight, buyers as a rule preferring to hold over on 
the consideration of further contracts for two or three weeks, until 
business has again resumed its ordinary course, and a somewhat more 
|settled idea as to probable prices has been obtained through the 
medium of the Quarterly Meetings. In the finished iron trade prices 
remain upon the basis of 5/. 10s. to 5/. 11s. 3d. for bars, 62. for local 
|made hoop, and about 7/. per ton for local made sheets, delivered 
into the Manchester district. Engineering works are closed for the

TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR. 

| Jan. 1.—The demand for steam coal at the present moment is 
rather slow, but late prices are fairly maintained. The business in 
| manufacturing coal and sma!l coal is very sluggish. In Durham 
there isa very strong demand for gas coal, the price being well 
|maintained and with a rising tendency; slightly better prices for 
| this coal have been secured in some late contracts. The coke trade 
| continues healthy, and prices have an upward tendency. There isa 
good steady demand for household coal at present. Owing to the 
depression in the coke trade some collieries have been closed in 
Durham during the past two years; but if trade should revive, and 
a moderate advance in price be secured, some of these works are 
likely to be reopened. The shipment of coal at Tyne Dock and at 
the other principal shipping places have been fair during the week. 
At Tyne Dock the shipment of coal and coke was {0,295 tons, an 
| increase of 14,908 tons over the same month last year. The extent 
of the coal trade for the year cannot yet be stated, but it will pro- 
bably be found that the output in Northumberland will be up to

REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. | 


Jan. 1.—Coal is a trifle more in request on account of domestic | 
needs, but there is scarcely enough doing to afford employment at | 
even the Brownhills and the Cannock Chase Collieries during more 
than four days a week. In the older colliery localities in the Black 
Country less than this is, in other than exceptional instances, being } 
done. The furnace and forge departments of the industry are | 
quieter than they were a year ago.~ 7 the prospects are scarcely so | 
good. Still there are some harac ranches, in which the con- 
sumption is heavy, that have a bet .ook about them. At neither 
the collieries nor the ironworks is .uweir anxiety to curtail the Christ- 
mas holidays, and the extent of business capable of being carried 
forward into the New Year is under the average. At the Quarterly 
Meetings next week, to which transactions are largely postponed, it 
seems altogether probable that the list rates for finished iron will be 
declared upon the basis of 7/. 10s. for marked bars, This has been 
the price which has ruled for two years in succession, Crude iron it 
is likewise probable will be again announced at 80s. for cold, and 
60s. for hot-blast all-mine qualities. The thin-sheet and the tin- 
plate, together with the galvanised roofing firms, make the best 
reports this week. 

On Tuesday a Joint Court of Arbitrators and Commissioners, under | 
the South Staffordshire Mines Drainage Acts, was held at the offices 
of the Commissioners, in Wolverhampton, to hear appeals against 
the draft award recently made by the three arbitrators for a mines 
drainage rate in the Old Hill district. The full rate was 3d. per ton 
on fire-clay and limestone, and 6d. per ton on ironstone, coal, and 
slack, estimated to produce 11,000/. or 12,0007. There were only a 
few appeals. Messrs. J. and G. Dunn, of the Bell Pits, applied that 
they might be graduated, s0 as to pay only a third of the rate in- 
stead of one-half, as appeared in the draft award. It was explained 
that similar large graduations had been allowed to the firm a year 
and nine months ago, and that it was a mistake that similar relief | 
had not been allowed in the first instance this year; the application | 
was, therefore, granted. Mr. Walter Bassano’s, Belper Row Colliery, | 
which join that of Messrs. Dunn, was also graduated to one-third, | 
instead of one-half, as appeared in the draft. | 

The notice given by the Chillington Iron Company, Wolverhamp.- |

TRADE IN SOUTH WALES. 

Jan, 1.—Trade at all the South Wales ports last week was com- | 
pressed into the first three days, and the consequent pressure was 
very great. Colliers take their Christmas holidays as well as other 
folks, and little coal is sent down by railway. The amount sent away 
from Cardiff was 82,555 tons foreign, and about 15,000 coastwise, 
with 4536 tons of patent fuel; Newport, 20,022tons foreign, and 
13,194 tons coastwise ; Swansea, 18,898 tons foreign, and 13,493 tons | 
coastwise. Prices remain firm at from 10s. to 11s. for colliery 
screened ; house coal stands at from 8s. 9d. to 9s. 3d.; small steam 
coal, 6s. 6d. 

The Cardiff and Swansea Colliery Company have struck coal at 
Cwmclydach, in the Neath Valley. This bas caused great rejoicings 
at Resolven. This company sunk a pit 200 yards some three or four 
years ago, and rea hed No. 3 seam. The work was then stopped for 
atime. In September, 1883, the work was resumed and carried to 
a depth of 508 yards from the surface, when they struck the Aber- 
dare Four-feet seam, of excellent quality. The sinking will now 
be continued until the Six-feet seam is reached. 

Trade in the Rhondda Valley was not so good in the last six | 
months of 1884 as in the first six, when every colliery was in full 
swing. 

A month’s notice has been given to about 30 “ gaffers” at the 
Dowlais Works, prior to a reduction of the permanent staff. These 
works have continued in operation during the whole of the slack 
time from 1874 to the present, which speaks well for the excellent 
management. When trade is bad at Dowlais the outlook is dark 
indeed. With Plymouth Works closed and little doing at Cyfarthfa 
the condition of Merthyr will be worse than ever. 

The first bar of steel was made at Cyfarthfa on Jan.1. Thereare 
no orders, but Messrs. Crawshay are rich enough to wait until better 
times, which some sanguine people anticipate as not far distant. 

Theze is no improvement to note in the Steel and Iron Trades, but | 
the reverse. Newport sent away 741 tons last week to Buenos Ayres 
and Rotterdam. Iron ore arrived at Cardiff from Bilbao to the ex- 
tent of 7300 tons, with 1739 from other places; Newport received 
6525 tons from Bilbao, and 4290 from other places. 

The Tin-Plate Trade is fairly active at the present low prices. 

An important discovery of coal has been made at Resolven. After 
years of depression, says the South Wales Daily News, the pro- 
spects of this neighbourhood are greatly enhanced by the finding of 
coal at the Cardiff and Swansea Colliery Company's new pit at Cwm- 
clydach. The pit had been previously sunk to No. 3 seam, at a 
depth of 200 yards from the surface. Further sinking of the same 
pits was commenced in September, and notwithstanding 
considerable springs of water, which have much diminished since, 
the work has been carried on toa depth of 508 yards from the sur- 
face, making 308 yards sinking in 15 months, and that without the 
loss of a single lifeor permanent injury to limb. Great praise is due 
to Mr. William Thomas, of Lrynawel, Aberdare, the head manager 
of the company, for his skill and perseverance, and to Mr. John 
Salathiel, the under manager, and Mr. Thomas Jenkins, the con- 
tractors, for carrying out the work to such an issue.

Sheppard, 
the estate agent and trustee, Mr. W. Thomas, the company’s engi- 
neer, and many others from different parts. Work was resumed in 
the piton Monday. After clearing some rashes from what was sup- 
posed last week to be the bottom of the Four-feet seam, another 
bed of coal 2 ft. 9 in, thick was struck, and by Tuesday it was found 
that the thickness of the seam altogether, with rashes between the 
beds, is 9 ft. Although thought at first to be of good quality, the 
coal, by further inspection and trial, proves to be better than was 
expected. And as the area of the company’s taking is 4000 acres 
and the seam just struck is only one out of several in the ground 
the amount of “ black diamond” and wealth before the company is 
immense. It is not correct, as reported in your contemporary, that 
this seam had before been reached in this district. The Cardiff and 
Swansea Company, at the Tyrau, on the side of the Great Western 
Railway, only reached about 25 yards from the surface whien the 
pits were stopped in the beginning of 1875. It is ridiculous to state 
tuat the newly-struck seam has been previously reached at Clyne 
Pit, two or three miles below here. That pit had only been sunk 
less than a dozen yards below seam No. 1, which is worked by the 
Lower Resolven Colliery Company at Mellincourt, and which used 
to be worked from “ levels” by the Cardiff and Swansea Company 
in this place, when it was flooded and abandoned. 





REPORT FROM NORTH WALES, SALOP, AND CARDIGAN. 
Jan. 1.—During last year the mining industries of the Princi- | 
pality of Wales, and of the borders, have experienced some great 





in Salop the more noticeable features have been the | 
almost total stoppage of the lead mines. Snailbeach Mine, whose | 
worth was discovered by a man from Ruabon, in the latter half of | 
the last century, has had a most successful career of more than a | 
century is now all but closed. It is the deepest lead mine in Eng- | 
land, if not in the world, and the ore is still rich in its deep work- 
ings, but the expense of getting it from this depth, the exaction of 
the same royalty, and low price of lead, have combined to render 
the working unprofitable for the present. This is the more unfor- 
tuate, because during the last 12 years large sums have been spent 
on the surface in the construction of a railway and of other works. 
There has been also the collapse of the great undertaking known as 
the Tankerville Consols. The Bog and Pennerley Mines of this | 
undertaking had previously passed through various stages of unsuc- 
cessful working, but it was thought that by amalgamating them with | 
the Tankerville, which had been a good mine, the cost of the joint | 
management would be considerably lessened, and one profitable | 
concern be inaugurated. The result has been unfavourable, the con- 
sequence being much distress in the neighbourhood, and the exodus 
of aconsiderable portion of the mining population from the district. 

The only considerable mine now remaining in profitable work is | 
the Roman Gravels. Perkins Beach also ina little way making a 
monthly profit. There is one mine in the course of development in 
the district. This is the South Roman Gravels, whose workings are | 
intended to reach the Great Roman lode so successfully worked in 
the Roman Gravels. Besides this object this mine has a large de- 
posit of carbonate of barytes. 

Turning to Montgomeryshire, lead mining is not improved. What- 
ever hopes we may cherish as to the future of the Van there is no 
disguising the fact that it is not what it was, while of the other 
mines of the county it may be said none of them are worked profit- 
Nor do we find any improvement as we pass westward into 
Cardigan. Inthe northern half of the lead mining district there is 
not a single lead mine that pays, and scarcely one that does in the 
southern half. 

In the two lead mining districts of Carnarvonshire —Trefrhiw and 
Abersoch—there is not a mine that pays or, indeed, that is likely to 
pay for some time to come; while in the limestone mining districts

Llwyd-Coed, in Carnarvonshire, but all without success. Work has 

been resumed at Hafod-y-wern in the same county. The failure of 
the attempt to introduce fresh capital into slate quarry enterprise 

must be attributed to the exorbitant prices asked by the take-note 

holders, the impecuniosity of the same people, which prevents them 

waiting until negociations can be completed, and the conditions with 

which they seek to fetter the business. Then there is no doubt that 

the number of slate ’guarries which have come to grief through 

incompetent or even dishonest management, has done much to scare 

off capitalists. 

The Coal Trade also has continued in a fairly satisfactory state. 
There has been but little enforced loss of time, and the leading col- | 
lieries have been well supplied with orders. Prices have been low, | 
but in most cases they have at least been remunerative. With two 
or three exceptions the relations between masters and men have been 
satisfactory. Here, again, there has been a lack of enterprise, and 
no new collieries have either been opened or begun, and antil prices 
improve it is better that this should be so. There is no doubt the | 
secret of the low prices that have prevailed for some time past has 
been over production. The ironworks have also been kept going, | 
although at barely remunerative prices, and considerable expecta- | 
tions are formed in connection with the approaching completion of 
the new steelworks at Brymbo. 

The fire-clay industries in connection with the collieries have 
made rapid and important strides during the year, and they have 
afforded employment to many whose ordinary source of a living had 
closed up. Throughout the building and limestone quarries also 
greater activity has prevailed than in some recent years. A number 
of new railway schemes have been sanctioned by Parliament, but as 
yet there has little or no actual work been done in connection with 
them. A number of important works of various kinds are, how- 
ever, in progress which afford employment to a large number of 
men. These are the new waterworks for the City of Liverpool, the 
new docks at Connah’s Quay, the new docks near Conway, and the 
extensive alterations near the Bangor station of the London and 
North-Western Railway. 

Copper mining is almost defunct, although the mixed deposits of 
copper, lead, and zinc on the south side of Snowdon still attract some 
attention. 

The Salt Trade has been in good work, and is likely to continue so. 
The pottery industries have been depressed, but the depression ap- 
pears to be passing away, and although short time has prevailed 
during most of the year there has been but little actual distress, and 
the workpeople have behaved themselves very well. In the engineer- 
ing and foundry trades there has been plenty of work, with no com- 
plaint as to prices. There has been amongst other things some good 
The smelting and che- 
mical trades also have been well employed ; and altogether, with the 
exception of the copper and lead mining industries, the year has 
been a really good one, and if wages have not been so high as in 
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some years this has been compensated by the cheapness of provisions 
and the other necessaries of life. 














THE BREADALBANE MINES. 


An account of the metal mines in the district of Breadalbane, 
in Perthshire, by Messrs, J. 8. Grant Wilson and H. M. Cadell, of 
the Geological Survey of Scotland, has just been published in the 
Transactions of the Royal Physical Society, Edinburgh, A list of 
the various metallic and now metallic minerals from each locality is 
given along with some account of the history of the mines, while 
special reference is made to the geological structure of the ground. 
A general comparison is also drawn between the features of these 
and other ore deposits, and notes made on the facts bearing on their 
formation. Beginning with the lead mines of Tyndrum the authors 
give a description of the geological structure of the ground of the 
district. A fault running from N.E. to 8.W. roughly divides it into 
two portions. The part on the west side of the fault consists of hard 
massive slightly ferruginous quartzites with lenticular beds of mica 
schist, while that on the east is composed almost entirely of hydrinica 
schist, which are veined with white quartz. After describing the 
geometrical relations of the Tyndrum and the Connish veins the 
authors go on to say that the ore in the hard vein is distributed in 
four broad parallel bands running diagonally at an inclination of 
30° to 40°. Between these bands, although the ore does not dis- 
appear altogether, it becomes poor and unworkable. 

Argentiferous galena is the chief ore in the veins, while zinc 
blende occurs in smaller quantities. The galena is of the ordinary 
type, with bright metallic lustre and perfect cubical cleavage ; but 
in what is known as the clay vein it passes into the compact or 
cryptocrystalline variety known locally as the “ stee! ore.” A recent 
assay gave—lead, 28°7 per cent.; silver, 1 oz. 6 dwts. per ton. The 
galena from the Connish Mine has a much higher percentage of 
silver. A few other minerals are known to occur at Tyndrum, 
such as copper, iron, and cobalt. We cannot give the history of 
the mining operations at Tyndrum from the time the vein was acci- 
dentally discovered in 1741, suflice it to say that the works were 
carried on intermittently until 1838, when the mine was taken in 
hand by the late Marquis of Breadalbane, ard carried on until his 


| death in 1862, when all mining operations on the estate were discon- 


tinued. The mineshaveall been worked by levels,aud the ore removed 
by the usual method of overhand stoping, but occasionally underhand 
stoping was resorted to. Passing on the author gives an account of 
the chrome iron ore mines at Corrycharmaig. ‘he mine has only 
been worked on a limited scale. ‘he ore is found on the south side 
of the glen in a mass of serpentine about 4 mile in length and 
300 yards broad. Tho chrome ore is disseminated through the ser- 
pentine in detached grains or aggregates, and no vein was to be 
seen. It occurs in masses varying in size from that of a pea to 
blocks five, 10,and in one instance 30 tons in weight. Actinolite, 
steatite, crysolite, and magnetic and copper pyrites are found 
associated with it. Although about 60 tons of ore were raised and 
sold in 1855-6 the ground is still practically improved. 

Having described the topography, geology, and distribution of the 
copper ore at Tomnadashan as well as sketched the history of mining 
there the authors go on to say that the ore deposit of Tomnadashau 
belongs to atype nearly related to that which includes the chrome 
ironstone of Corrycharmaig. ‘The ore deposit of Corrycharmaiy be- 
longs to Von Groddeck’s type “ Wooded Peak.” The serpentine and 
chrome ironstone are both of the sameage. The originai olivine, 
augite, or eustatite rock consisting largely of a magnesian silicate, 
contained also iron and chrome mineral ingredients, and in the pro- 
cess of serpentising the magnesian silicates became hydrated, and 
the other minerals underwent a different change. .The original iron 
in the rock became separated out as magnetite, while the chrome 
als, picotite, chromediopside, &c., were decomposed, and the 
chromium combined with the iron to form chrome iron ore, which 
It is useless to expect to find a 
true vein at Corrycharmaig, as the chrome ironstone does not occur 
in veins, but is disseminated throughout the serpentine in more or 
less concentrated aggregates, and the mining in such a deposit must 
be always more or less precarious in character. The same remarks 
are generally applicable to the copper deposit of Tomnarlasian. 
The ore occurs at places where the granitic rock is decomposed, and 
at or near the contact with the basic rock. t 





The metallic elements 
have probably been originally brought in by the later eruptive rock 
and the ore has been produced as a decomposition product,and along

with it calcite, quartz, spathic iron, and a little barytes, all of which 
could have been derived from the minerals in the surrounding ro 
The argentiferous galena mine at Corrie Bui isnext noticed.

The veins are of quartz varying in 
thickness from 4in.to 3 ft Spathic ironstone isalso abundant, ar j 
decomposes into brown gossan, by which the outcrop can easily be 
recognised. Copper and iron pyrites and zincblende are rare, and 
the galena is thus comparatively pure. The veins unfortunately 
become barren as they pass down into the schist below the cal- 
careous zone. Small veins of galena and blende have been exposed 
by costeaning on the side of the hill east of Ardtalnaig. The prin- 
cipal vein runs through a sheet of intrusive felsite into mica schist, 
and then passes again into the intrusive rock. It is interesting to 
note that where it is in the schist, galena and blende are both pre- 
sentina matrix of barytes and quartz, while the portions of the vein 
traversing the felsite contain galena and quartz, but no blende, 





THE NEw SPANISH TAX ON THE Exports OF IRONSTONE.—Con- 
siderable surprise has been felt by a great many ironmasters in this 
country at the extraordinary step taken by the Spanish authorities 
in raising the navigation tax upon ironstone from 24d. to 10d. per 
ton. Already it has had the effect of closing the Eston Works at 
Middlesborough, and is likely to cause considerable disturbances of 
operatives at other works in different parts of the kingdom where 
Spanish ore is used. It may be said that about 9-10ths of all the 
iron ore imported from abroad comes from Spain. Out of a total of 
3,191,073 tons imported last year, 2,958,760 tons were from Spain, 
Of this quantity, 444,444 tons were landed at Middlesboro igh, 
748,541 tons at Newport (South Wales), 655,768 tons at Cardiff, ana 
295,644 tons at Newcastle, whilst 280,055 tons were landed at (ilas- 
gow. The taxation of exports in former years sent what trade there 
was out of Spain, and now the tax upon the raw material obta ned

MINERALS, CHEMICALS, AND CoLouRs.—Reviewing the opera- 
tions of the past year, Mr. G. G. BLACKWELL (Liverpool, Dec. 3i) 
writes:—I find that, whilst there has been a considerable business 
done in minerals, prices have, notwithstanding, ruled pretty even, 
without any undue fluctuations.—Manganese; Our importations this 
year have been above the average, and, although there have been 
sales made at exceptionally lower prices than for a considerable 
number of years past, yet we close the year with a considerable im- 
provement, and there is every prospect of much higher prices in 
1885, as the demand is keeping in full pace with the production.— 
Iron ore: There is no special feature to report in this trade, this 
year's prices throughout having maintained an almost unparalelled 
steadiness.—Barytes: As I predicted at the commencement of this 
year, there has been an increase both in demand and prices, and 
there are signs of a good business next year. In French chalk the 
importations this year have considerably improved, and throughout 
the whole of the year prices have been well maintained, the con- 
sumption having kept well in pace with the production, and we 
look forward to a still larger business for 1885. Magnesite has 
found increased consumption in connection with the various new 
patents, and a still larger quantity has been sold this year at full 
prices, 

The prospects of the coming year are such as to anticipate a still 
larger improvement in this article. Emerystone has maintained a 
very even course during the whole of the year, and we close abso- 
lutely without any stocks and little coming; we, therefore, look for- 
ward for higher prices. In phosphate of lime we began the year at 
lower prices than had previously ranged. There has been a large 
import and a large demand, but notwithstanding prices close the 
year lower than they began by at least 2d. per degree. The pro- 
Spects, however, for the future are very good, and we anticipate a 
large trade during next year. -Antimony: There has been a gradual 
fall both in the crude ore and manufactured article, in consequence 
of the imports exceeding the demand for the metal, and we close | 
the yearj very much lower than we began.—Asbestos: There has 
been anincreased impetus in the outlets of this mineral, therefore, 


although we have had large large imports there is no weakness to 
report in price, and we prognosticate a good business in this article 
for next year. Calamine has gradually fallen, in consequence of the 
manufactured article being over-produced, and’prices low.—Bauxite : 
The demand for this article has this year very materially increased ; 
prices have been well maintained, although the production has kept 
in good pace with the demand.—Ferro-Manganese: Notwithstand- 
ing that the foreign competition has been strong a very large 
amount of business has been done in this metal, and prices have, 
during the latter part of the year, very materially improved, the 
prospects of the future year being very promising. 

On the whole, therefore, trade in minerals during the year has 
been good, although values have been lower than for some years 
previously. The prospects of the future year are very hopeful, not 
only for a larger business, but a considerable improvement in prices. 


business done, prices have ruled very low, with the exception of 
bleaching powder, which, in consequence of the combination of the 
manufacturers (which has been faithfully kept), the price of that 
article has been fairly maintained, although we close the year at 
something like 20s. to 30s, per ton less than we began. There are, 
however, no large contracts made for 1885, so that we may probably 
expect an advance in this article, whilst for all other articles they 
are already so low that any change must be of an upward tendency. 
As to colours, the production of raw material has been very well 
maintained during the year; therefore, all the prices of this manu- 
facture have ruled very steady indeed, and there are no special 
features to note either for the past or for the future.

manufactories; 91 sugar manufactories ; 2 maizena manufactories ; 
and 3 jam manufactories. The number of hands employed being 
2777. The industries connected in like manner with the pastoral 
interest include 34 soap and candle manufactories; 9 woollen cloth 
manufactories; 110 tanneries; 31 fellmongeries; 13 salting and 
meat-preserving establishments; 42 boiling-down works; 62 wool- 
washing establishments; and 6 glue factories. The number of hands 
employed being 2937. There are also 10 distilleries; 2 sugar re- 
fineries ; 59 breweries ; 57 confectionery manufactories ; 4 chocolate 
and spice works ; and 175 manufactories of aerated waters, cordials, 
vinegar, ink, &c.; giving employment to 2379 hands, To these may 
be added 448 brick yards; 10 drainpipe works; 81 limekilns; 18 
potteries ; 12 tileworks; and 370 steam, horse, and water sawmills ; 
employing 6859 hands. The foregoing represents only a portion of 
the manufacturing industry of the colony. 








CHARACTERISTICS OF NEW SoutH WALES CoAL. — The result 
of careful investigation is to prove that the coal from the northern 
coal field of New South Wales is practically equal for all purposes 
to the best English coal, on an average of both, except that of South 
Wales, for the use of steamers, has the advantage of giving a more 
perfect combustion with freedom from smoke. The coals of the 
southern coast district differ from those of the northern coal field 
in having generally a duller appearance, higher specific gravity, 
more ash, and less volatile hydro-carbons, in which they approach 
more closely the Welsh steam coal, They are of the free-burning, 
bituminous description. The coals from the western district differ 
considerably from the others, and suffer much more from the action 
of the weather. They can be coked when fresh from the pit, but 
after exposure lose this property. These coals, from their general 
character and properties, are unlikely to be ever exported largely; 
but both these and numerous others not now worked, or worked ina 
small way only, are quite as well fitted for immediate local use, as 
a great many coals worked in Great Britain, France, United States 
of America, and elsewhere, and specially suitable for smelting 
purposes,
